or not,

high as 103 or more; xwallowing will be 
painful, and if he is old enough, he will 
often‘torplain of headache and a gen- 
eral soreness -or aching all over 
body.

A Discovery Made by Modern

“Stated briefly, the average modern 
plant gets only 1.40 of the energy con- 
tained in each jon of coal; the other 
39.40 go to waste The most perfect 
piant—tested utilized only 5.6 per cent 
of the energy. of the coal; 94.4 per cent, 
went to waste, 

“This enormous waste is necessarily 
inherent in the use of steam, The in- 
flexible laws of thermodynamics tell us 
absolutely of the steam engine that 
there is a narrow limit of efficiency 
which we can not. even hope to exceed, 
no matter ho perfect, -the—eonstrus 
tion and operation of the machinery 
may be. 

“The newly discovered process ger- 
erates electricity from coal and so ds- 
penses With the complicated” mechan=) 
ism as well as the enormous waste in- 
herent in the use of steam.

“Prof. Charles R. Cross, Professor of 
physics in the Massachusetts In- 
stitute of Technology, says-In-a sworn 
statement filed in the United States 
Patent Office 

“When Dr, Jacques first showed me 
his electrical generator and stated the | 
results that he had reached, I recog- | 
nized at once that he had succeeded in 
effecting a continuotis development of 
electricity from the oxidation of car- 
bon, such as had previously been 
sought for in vain by the many per- 
sons “who-hadessayed to attain the 
same results. 

“‘T have for many years been ac 
quainted with the various attempts 
that have been made to drive  elec- 
trical energy directly from the oxida- 
tion -of— carbon, and have known, as | 
has every other person who has con- 
| sidered the subject, that none that had 
Deen proposed prior fo that of Dr. 
Jacques were in any way available 
{for actual service for amy industrial; 
purposes whatever, even on the smali-| 
eet seale. They have been interesting , 

sientifically, but, by their ineffective- | 
ness,; have served only to make the! 
solution of the—preblem seem even! 
more distant than ever. 

“~The problem has been before the} 
world for a very long time. It had 
been realized that the direct conver- 
sion of the potential energy of car- 
bon Into electrical energy would be 
of enormous industrial importance; 
many and well known inventors and 
scientific men had essayed to solve the 
problem and their propositions were 
universally known; but each and every 
one of them had signally failed and 
was recognized ‘by the scientific and 
industrial world as having failed. 

“But the process ‘of Dr. Jacques 
does produce a large and continuous 
current of electrical energy by the. di- 
rect oxidation of carbon, and so does 
what has come by many to be thought 
of as impossible.
